or  the  Olympic  period,  a  large  part  of 
tattersalls  will  become  honorary  US 
territory  as  the  United  States  Olympic 
Committee  and  many  of  its  famous  team 
members  sign  in  as  guests  during  the 
Sydney  2000  Olympics.

extensively  involved  in  this.  To  make  the  team  feel  at 
home,  our  large  dining  rooms  will  be  decorated  with 
USA  and  Olympic  themed  decor  and  banners  and 
televisions  will  be  installed  so  VIPs  and  guests  can 
watch  the  events  as  they  unfold. 

Olympians,  both  past  and  present  will  be  invited  to 
attend  USOC  functions,  however  at  this  time  it  is  too 
early  to  determine  which  currently  competing  athletes 
will  be  seen,  as  this  will  depend  on  competition  schedules. 
One  thing  is  certain  though,  tattersalls  is  about  to  see 
more  Olympic  gold  medalists  than  at  any  other  time  in 
its  long  history. 


The  USOC  anticipates  that  sponsors  and  others  connected 
with  the  US  team  will  hold  press  conferences  from 
tattersalls  and  in  addition  to  the  official  USOC  press 
conferences  to  be  held  at  the  main  Olympic  Press 
Centre,  some  others  will  be  conducted  at  the  club. 

In  tattersalls  larger  reception  areas,  the  USOC  aims

1 0  questions  to  John  Devitt,  Olympic  double  Gold, 
single  Silver  and  Bronze  medallist,  Commonwealth 
triple  Gold  medallist,  holder  of  14  world  records. 


1 .  Who  was  your  first  major 
sporting  influence? 

‘Tom  Penny,  a  school  teacher  with  a 
passion  for  swimming.  Tom  coached  a 
squad  of  about  ten  of  us  when  I  was  a 
kid .  There  were  no  heated  training 
facilities  in  Sydney  in  the  fifties  but  Tom 
realised  the  old  coal-fired  White  Bay 
power  station  pumped  warm  water  out 
into  Blackwattle  Bay,  so  he  had  us 
training  literally  under  its  wharf. 
Because  of  the  sharp  shellfish  we 
swam  in  sandshoes.  Wet  sandshoes 
are  heavy  -  so  I  developed  a  technique 
which  became  the  2  beat  Australian 
kick  that  was  adopted  by  swimmers  like 
Murray  Rose  and  Shane  Gould” 

2.  Who  are  the  best  swimmers 
you've  ever  seen  ? 

“Murray  Rose  and  Dawn.  John 
Konrads  is  up  there  as  well." 


6.  You  joined  tattersalls  in  1 961  ? 

“Nearly  40  years  ago.  I  was  23  and  just 
returned  from  the  Olympics.  Jack  Dexter 
was  chairman  of  the  NSW  Swimming 
Association  and  he  brought  some  of  us 
young  blokes  into  the  Club.  Nick 
Shehadie,  Dave  Emmanuel  and  Keith 
Cross  were  all  Wallabies  and  we  swam 
together  for  over  1 0  years.  I  won  the 
tattersalls  swimming  championship 
for  1 0  years  and  all  that  time  my  mate 
Dave  Emmanuel  got  the  silver.  I  loved 
winning,  but  I  really  felt  for  Dave,  he 
was  a  very  good  swimmer  and  still  a 
great  friend.” 

7.  Would  you  like  to  see  any 
changes/advances  in  tattersalls? 

‘Td  like  to  see  us  examining  ways  to 
make  it  more  economical  for  young 
people  who  are  not  able  to  visit 
frequently  to  be  members.” 
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3.  And  the  greatest  performance? 

“Murray  in  the  Rome  400  freestyle.  No 
matter  how  good  the  competition,  he 
had  an  extra  gear  that  no-one  else 
could  find.  He  was  a  length  behind  at 
the  100m,  level  at  the  200m,  1/2  a 
length  ahead  at  the  300m  and  won 
against  the  world's  best  by  5  metres. 
No-one  could  control  a  race  like  Murray." 

4.  The  best  squad? 

“In  my  time  probably  the  ‘58.  Out  of  1 8 
selected  to  go  into  camp  in  Townsville 
N.QId,  1 6  were  world  record  holders.  At 
the  end  of  the  camp,  there  were  18.” 

5.  What  did  you  do  after  you 
stopped  competing? 

“I  must  love  managing  people;  I  was 
NSW  team  captain  at  1 7  and  Olympic 
captain  at  1 9  -  someone  had  to  make 
sure  everyone  caught  the  bus!  I  spent 
22  years  in  company  management  with 
Speedo.  I  ran  Europe  out  of  London 
and  established  the  current 
manufacturing  plant  in  Nottingham.
